than  thofe  Seas  that  furround  me  /  Oh  that 
I  could  weep  my  (elfe  blind,  to  prevent  the  feeing  of  chofe 
Mountaines  of  mifchiefs  that  are  like  to  fall  downe  upon 
me  i  Oh,  that  1  could  rend  the  Rocks  that  gird  me  about, 
and  with  my  ejaculations  teare  and  difllpate  thofe  black 
difmall  Clouds  which  hang  over  me  !  Oh,that  I  could  cleave 
the  Ayre  with  my  cries,  that  they  might  finde  pafiage  up 
to  Heaven,  and  fetch  downe  the  Moone  (that  watry  planet} 
to  weep  and  way  le  with  me ,  or  make  old  Saturne  defcend 
from  his  Spheare,  to  partake  with  me  in  my  melancholy, 
and  bring  along  with  him  the  mournfull  Pltiades>to  make  a 
full  confort  and  fing  lacbrym*  with  me,  for  that  wofull 
taking,thatdefperateca(e,  that  moll  deplorable  condition  I 
haveplung*d  my  felfc  into  unawares,  by  this  unnatural! 
felfc-deftroying  wart^by  this  intricat  odd  kind  otEnigmaii- 
<d/iWarrc,  wherein  both  Parties  are  fb  entangled  ( like  a 
skeincof  ravellM  filk)  that  they  know  not  how  to  un- 
wind and  untwift  themfelyes,but  by  violent  and  deftruflive 
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wayes*  by  tearing  my  cntraiies ,  by  exhaufting  foy  vitall 
ipirics>  by  breaking  my  very  heart  firings  to  cure  the  Ma- 
lady. Oh, I  am  deadly  fick,  and  as  that  famous  Chancefor 
of  France  fpoke  of  the  civill  Warrs  of  his  Countrey,  That 
France  7»as  fick  of  an  unknown  difeafe ;  Co  if  Hippocrates  him 
fdfe  were  living ,  he  could  not  be  able  to  tell  the  true  fymp- 
tomes  of  mine^though  he  felt  mypulfe,  and  madeinfpedti- 
on  into  my  water  never  Co  exa&ly }  oncly  in  the  gcnerall 
he  may  difcover  a  ftrangekind  of  infeSHpn1  xkax  hath  ieifed 
upon  the  ajjeftions  of  my  people ;  But  for  the  difeafe  it  felfe 
it  will  gravell  him  to  judge  of  it :  nor  can  there  be  any  pre- 
diction made  of  it ,  it  is  Co  fliarp  -}  which  make  fome  tcU^hp 
that  I  cannot  grow  better,  but  by  growing  yet  worfe  $ 
That  there  is  no  way  to  ftanch  this  Flux  of  Bioud,but  by 
opening  fome  of  the  matter  Veines :  that  it  is  not  enough ibr 
me  to  have  drunk  fo  deepe  of  this  Cup  of  afflidlion^tir  I 
muft  fwallow  up  the  dregs  alfb. 

Oh  ,  Paflenger  flop  thy  pace,  and  if  there  be  any  fpirkfes 
of  hu  nane  companion  glowing  in  thybofbme,  ftay  a 
while  and  heare  my  plaints,  and  I  know  they  will  not  onely 
ftiikearcfentrnent ,  butahorror  into  thee;  for  they  are  of 
fuch  a  nature ,  that  they  are  able  to  penetrate  a  breaft  of 
brafTctomollifieahearthoop'd  with  Adamant,  to  wring 
teares  out  of  a  ftatue  of  Marble. 

I  that  have  bin  alwayes  accounted  the  Q&eeneof  I{les>t\\t 
Darlingof  nature  y  and  Neptunes  SMinion-y  I  that  have  been 
ftilMby  theCharader  of  the  firfl  Daughter  of  the  Church, 
that  have  converted  eight  feverall  Nations  *  I  that  made  the 
morning  bcames  of Chriftianity  fliine  upon  Scotland  upon 
Jrelwd,  and  a  good  y2.xx.0C  France  ;  I  that  did  irradiat  Den- 
tnwqu^Tpetbland  znd  Norway  with  the  light  thereof ;  I  that 
brought  che  Saxons,  with  other  Cjermaneshigh  and  /^from 
Paganifme,  to  the  knowledge  of  thcGofpell  j  I  that  bad  the 
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fixRCbriftian  King  that  ever  was  (Lucivj)  and  the  firfl: reformed  Kins 
(  the  eight  //e^ry  )  to  raigne  over  mee  ;  /  out  of  Tvbcfe  bowclls 
Iprung  the  fitft  Ghriftilirx  Emperour  that  ever  was ,  Qonft  amine  ;  I  than 
had ji'w (eVerall  Kings,  tpify  Iobn  King  of  France,  jD^/iKing  of  • 
land%Peter  King  of  Boheme  ,  and  jsm  jfr//5  Kings  my  Captifs  in  lciTe 
than  oneyearcjl  under  whofe  banner  that  great  Empcr out  M  ixim!li an 
tookcit  anhonortofervein  perfon,  and  receive  pay  from  mee  and 
quarter  his  Armes  with  mine  ;  I  that  had  the  Lion  rampant  of  Scot- 
land lately  added  to  fill  up  my  Scutchen,  and  had  redue'd  Ireland,  af- 
ter Co  many  intcrmifsive  Wars,  to  fuch  a  perfect  palfe  of  obedience. 
Jthattothe wonderment  and  envy  of  all  the  World,  preferred  my 
dominions  free,  when  all  my  neighbour  Countries  were  a  fire- 1  that 
didfo  wonderfully  flourifhand  improve  in  commerce  domeftiquc 
and  forren  by  Land  and  Sea  •  I  that  did  fb  abound  with  bullion  with 
buildings,  with  all  fort  of  bravery  that  heart  could  \vFfh  j  in  Cam 
h  that  did  live  in  that  height  of  happinelfe,  in  that  affluence  of  all 
earthly  felicity  ,that  fome  thought  I  had  yet  remaining  (bme  ingots  of 
that  gold  whereofthe  firft  age  was  made.  Behold,  I  am  now  become 
the  object  ofpitty  to  fome,  of [come  to  other s,o£ laughter  to  all  people; 
my  children  abroad  are  driven  to  diiadvow  mee  for  feare  cf  being 
geerd,  they  dare  not  owne  mee  for  their  Mother.neither  upon  the 
{8jaltooi  Venice*  the  Berle  of  Aufpurg,  the  new  Bridg  of  Pans  >  the 
Cambios  of  S/^/Vz*,  or  upon  the  Qtfyiys  of  Holland,  for  feare  of  being; 
baffled.  Me  thinks  I  lee  my  next  neighbour  France,  ( through  whofe 
bowells  my  gray  Goofe  wing  flew  lo  ofc )  making  mowes  at  mee, 
and  laying,  that  whereas  Jhee  was  wont  to  be  thechiefe  Theater 
where  foi  tune  us'd  to  play  her  pranks,  fhee  hath  now  removed  her 
ftage  hither  ;  JJjee  laughs  at  me  that  I  fliould  let  the  common  people 
(.and  now  lately  the  femallsjco  know  their  ftrength  lo  much. 

Me  thinks  I  lee  the  Spaniard  landing  at  agaze>&  crofsing  himfelfto 
kerne  fofooli/o  as  to  execute  the  defignes  ofmy  enemies  upon  my  ldf. 
The  Italian  admires  to  lee  a  people  argue  cheipfelfs  thjs  into  Airres, 
afcdtobelbadtifin  their  owne  ruine  •  The  Qfrmn  drinks  carojfes 
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that  hehath  now  a  Co-partner  in  hismifcries  ;  The  Swedtt joy tes 
in  a  manner  to  fee  mee  bring  in  a  forren  Nation  to  be  my  Champion- 
the  Netherlander  ftrikes  his  hand  upon  his  breaft,  and  protefts  that  he 
wifheth  me  as  well  as  once  the  Duke  of  Burgundy  did  France, 
when  he  fwoare.  He  lortd  France fo  Tuelkthatfor  one  King  he  Tvifljd  jhee 
had  twenty. 

Mc  thinks  I  (ee  the  Turke  nodding  with  his  Turban^and  telling  me 
that  IfiiouldthankeHeaVenfor  that  diftance  which  is  betwixt  us> 
els  he  wouldfwallowmeallupat  oriemoriell  5  oncly  the  Hollander 
my  bofome  friend  feems  to  relent  my  hard  condition)  yet  hce  thinks 
itnoillfavourdfighttoleehis  (hops  and  lombards  evry  where  full 
of nay  plundered gbods^o  find  my  trade  caft  into  his  hands5  and  that 
he  can  underftll  me  in  my  ownc  native  commodities,  to  lee  my  gold 
brought  over  in  (uch  heapes ;  by  thofe  that  flie  from  me  with  all  they 
have  for  their/ecurity  •  In  firte,me  thinks  I  heare  my  neighbours  a- 
bout  me  bargaining  very  hotly  for  my  skin,while  likean  unruly  horfe 
I  run  headlongto  dafii  out  my  own  braines. 

0  curfedjealoufte  3  thefource  of  all  my  (brrowes,  the  ground  of  all 
my  inexprefsibleraiferies,is  it  not  enough  for  thee  to  creepih  twixf  the 
husband  and  the  wife,  'cwixtthe  Icrnmon  and  his  mate*  twixt  parents 
and  childrcn5  twixtkinred  and  friends  ?  haft  thou  not  fcope  enough 
to  fway  in  private  Families ,  in  ftaple  focieties,  and  Corporations)  in 
common  couhfells  •  ha:  thou"  rnilft  get  in,  twixt  King  and  Parlement, 
twixt  the  head  and  the  members  (twixt  the  Members  amongft  them- 
felfs  ?)  but  thou  mull  divide  Prince  and  peoplt,  So<veraigite  and 
,  Subject.  Ayant,  a  van:  thou  holiow-eyed  Snake-haird  monfte^hence 
away  into  the  abide  below ,  into  the  bottomlejfe  gu!fc,thy  proper  man- 
lion  -lit  there  in  the  chair e,  and  prefide  o're  the  counfells  of  hell,  a- 
mongft  the  Cacodamons  5  aild  never  afcend  againe  to  turne  my  high 
lav-making  Court  into  a  Qouncell  of  Wane,  to  turne  my  Cordials  into 
CorrofiveSj  and  throw  Co  many  Scruples  into  that  Soyerairie  phyfiquc 
which  was  us'd  to  cure  me  of  M  diftempcrs. 

But  when  I  well  confider  the  cemftitutibnof  this  elementary  world) 
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when  I  find  man  to  be  part  of  it,  when  I  think  on  thofe  light  and 
changeable  ingredlentf  that  go  to  his  compofition,  Iconclude,  that 
men  will  be  men  while  there  is  a  World  ,  and  as  long  astheMoone 
hathan  influxive  power  to  makeimprefsions  upon  their  humor ?yhey 
will  be  ever  greedy  and  covetous  of  novek  es  and  mutation  ^  the 
common  people  will  be  ftill  common  people,  they  will  fometime 
or  other  ftiew  what  they  are,  and  vent  their  inftablepifsions  And 
when  I  confidcr  farther  the  diftra£tions,the  tofsings.tui  moy lings  and 
tumblings  of  other  Regions  round  about  me,  as  well  as  mine  owne, 
Iconclude  alfo*that  kingdomes  and  ftates  and  Cities*  and  all  body 
politicoes  are  fubjedt  to  convulfioiiSj  to  calentures,  and  confump- 
tions3afvvell  as  the  frayle  bodies  of  men5and  muft  hive  an  cvactiati* 
on  for  their  corrupt  humours,  they  muft  bephlebotom  z\l  ;  I  have 
often  felt  this  kind  of  phlebotomy,!  have  had  alibfhrewd  purges  and 
pills  given  me,  which  did  not  only  workeupon  my  fuperfluou'i  hu- 
mours,but  wafted  fometimcs  my  very  vital  fpirits^yet  1  had  eie&uaries 
and  Qordialls  given  mee  afterwards,  in  fo  much  that  this  prelent  tra- 
gedy is  but  rvetusfabula,noyi  Hifirionesy  it  is  but  an  old  play  repre- 
lented  by  new  Adtors  5  I  have  often  had  the  like.     Therefore  let  no 
man  wonder  at  thefe  traverfts  and  humour  of  change  in  mee     I  re- 
member there  was  as  much  wondring  at  the  demolifhingof  my 
600  and  odd  Monafteries,  Nunneries  and  Abbeys  for  being  held  to  be 
Hirves  of  drones^  as  there  is  now  at  the  pulling  downc  of  my  Crofts  % 
Organs  mdW  indoles  ;  There  was  as  much  wondering  when  the 
Tope  Ml  here  as  noSvtbat  the  Prelates  are  like  to  fall ;  The  World  won- 
dredas  much  v\  hen  the  SMajJe  was  difliked,  as  men  wondernow 
the  Lithurgy  fhould  bediftafted  ;  And  God  grant  that  people  do  not 
take  at  laftafurfet  oftha:  mod  divine  Ordinance  of  preaching  for  tin 
violent  thing  lafts  long.    Ar.d  though  therefliould  be  no  fatietyin 
holy  thingsjeefnen  is  the  depraved  condition  ofrrun<heis  naturally 
fuch  a  Changeling,  that  the  over  frequency  and  commotitifcffc  of  any 
thing,be  it  never  (ogood^breedsin  tradt  of  time  a  kird  of  contempt 


The  firfl:  Reformation  of  my  Church  began  at  Court,  and  Co  was 
the  more  fealable,  and  it  was  brought  to  pafle  without  a  Warre  ;The 
fcene  is  now  otherwife,it  is  farre  more  languinary  and  fuller  of  adtors; 
never  had  a  Tragedy  afts  of  more  variety  in  fofliort  a  time  j  there 
was  never liich  a  confus'd  myfteriow  civill  Warrcasthis,  there  was 
never  fo  manybodies  offtrength  on  Sea  and  Shore*  never  (iich  choice 
Armes  and  Artillerie  >  never  (iich  a  numerous  Cavalrie  on  both 
fides,  never  a  greatet  eagernes  and  confidence,  never  luch  an  amphi- 
bolous quarrell,  both  parties  declaring  thcmlelves  for  the  King,  and 
making  ufe  of  his  name  in  all  their  Remonftrances  to  juftifie  their 
actions,  The  affection,  and  underftandings  of  people  were  never  Co 
confounded  and  puzzled,  not  knowing  where  toacquiefce,  by  rea- 
son of  fiich  counter- commands.  One  fide  calls  the  refilling  of  Royali 
commands  loyalty ,  the  other  termes  loyalty,  theoppofing  of  Parlia- 
mentary Orders  and  Ordinances.  Both  parties  would  have  peace, 
the  one  would  hav^  it  with  Honour ,  the  other  with  Truth,  (and  God 
forbid  but  both  fliould  go  together)  but ,  Interea  ringor  Ego}  in  the 
raeanetime  I  Suffer  by  both  3  the  one  taking  away  what  the  other 
kav's  ;  Infcrauch  that  whofoever  will  be  curious  to  read  the  future 
ftory  of  this  intricate  Warre  ( ifit  be  pofsible  to  compile  a  ftory  of  it ) 
he  .will  find  himfelfemuft  daggered,  andput  to  a  kind  of  riddle  5  for 
touching  theintricacy  of  it*  touching  the  ftrange  nature,or  rather  the 
iirwaturalnefic  of  it,  it  cannot  be  parallel'd  by  any  precedent  exam- 
ple :/W  in  my  Chronicles  I  aniftirenoage  can  match  it>as  I  will  make 
^briefly  appeare,  by  comparing  ic  with  all  the  Warrs  that  ever  em- 
b^oyld  me,wh  ch  I  find  robe  of  three  forts>  either  by  the  inwajwn  of 
Forrene/s,  the  Injun diim  of  my  Commons ,  or  by  the  confede- 
racy of  my  Peeres  and  Princes  of  the  bloud. 

I  will  not  rake  the  afihes  of  Antiquity  fo  farre  as  to  fpeake  of  that 
efcluge  of  bloud  I  fpiU  before  I  would  take  the  Roman  Legions  for 
my  Garrifon  •  Ism  loth  to  fct  downeh  owthe^tfewi1  us'dme,  and 
how  the  i)4»£r  us'd  Tbtm*  nor  how  I  had  one  whole  brave  race  of 
rggk--L.theP/c?j  I  mcane)  .  quite  exrim^^ 
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with  the  Norman  expedition ,  and  indeed  to  make  refearches  of  mat- 
ters before,  is  but  to  grope  in  the  darke,  but  I  have  authentique  An- 
nalesand  Records  for  things  fince.    The  Norman  came  in  with  the 
flaughtcrofneere  upon  fixty  eight  thoufand  Combatants  upon  the 
place,  a  B^//^lbmemorable,that  the  very  ground  which  fucked  in 
thebloud  retaines  the  name  of  it  to  this  day.    The  Dane  not  long 
after  ftrookin  to  recover  his  right,  with  the  facking  of  my  fecond 
great  City  of  Torkey  and  the  fyring  ofher,  with  the  (laughter  of  joco 
of  my  children  in  one  afternoone>  yet  hee  was  fent  away  without 
hisarrand.  In  the  raignc  of  ^ufus  I  was  made  of  his  colour,  red 
with  bloud  both  by  the  Weljh  and  the  Scot ,  who  loft  his  King  Afd* 
colme  in  the  Battaile  of  Alnwick.    All  my  eight  Henries  were  infefted 
withfbmecivill  broylesj  except  my  fijt  Henry  the  greateft  of  them, 
who  had  work  enough  cut  him  out  in  France ,and  he  plied  his  worke 
fo  well  that  he  put  that  Crowne  upon  his  Sonnes  head.    All  my  Ed" 
Trsirds  alfo  had  lome  inteftin  infurrcdlion  or  other  ;  indeed  two  of 
my  three  Ito/w^  hadalwayes  quietnefie  at  home,  though  the  firft 
didgo  thefurtheft  offfromme,  and  was  longeft  abfentofany  ;  And 
the*/?/V^}thoughhecameinby  bloud,  yet  the  fhort  time  of  his  trien- 
niall  Raigne  he  was  without  any.,  and  prov'd  one  ot  my  beft  Law- 
givers^ yet  his  life  ended  in  bloud.    Touching  my  fecond  Richard^ 
and  fecond  Edward*  there  were  never  any  of  my  Kings  came  to  a 
moreTragique  end,  and  the  greateft  ftaines  in  my  ftoty  were  the  vio- 
lent deaths  they  fuff red  by  the  hands  of  their  owne  (  Regicide)  Sub- 
jects.   The  tv>o  fifler  Queenes  that  fwayed  my  Scepter  had  alio  fome 
domeftique  commotions  j  and  now7  my  C  H  A  R  L  HS  hath  them  to 
the  height ,  in  fo  much  that  of  tbofe  $ke  andtwsny  Monarquss  who 
have  worne  my  diadems  f  nee  the  Nor/nav  tntred ,  there  was  onely 
fower,  J>i%j.  the  foretr/entioned  Henry  3  and  Richards,  with  King 
JAMBS  fcaped  free  from  all  inteftin  bro)  les/Oh  how  it  torments  my 
Soule  to  remember  how  my  Barons  did  teare  my  bowel!:,/  what  an 
Ocean  of  bloud  the  two  R  of e>  coft  mce  before  they  were  conjoined, 
for  during  the  time  tha  1  was  a  Moaftcr  with  two  heads  I  madeJ* 
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by  their  divifion)  I  meane  during  the  time  that  I  had  two  Kings  at 
onccEdmrd  the 'fourth ^ndHenry  the fixt  within  me,in  five  yeates  (pace 
I  had  twelve  Battailes  fought  within  my  entrailes,  and  7  loft  necre  up- 
on fourefcore  Princes  of  the  roy  all  ftem,  and  parted  with  more  of 
my  ipirits  than  there  were  (pent  in  winning  of  France.    The  World 
knoweshow  free  and  prodigali  I  have  bin  of  my  bloud  abroad  in 
diver fe  places,  /watered  the  Holy  Land  with  much  of  it  jAgainftmy 
Co-lflander  the  Scot  I  had  above  twenty  pitch'd  Battails/wA*  many, 
and  kifd  fbme  oftheir  Kings  in  the  Field  ,  the  Flower  de  luces  coft  mc 
deare  before  I  brought  them  over  upon  my  Sword ;  and  the  redu&i- 
on  oflreland  from  time  to  time  to  civility ,and  to  an  exaft  rule  of  al- 
leageancejWafied  my  children  in  great  nombers,  J  never  grudg'dto 
venture  my  bloud  this  way,  for  I  ever  had  glorious  returnes  for  it, 
and  my  Sons  died  in  the  bed  of  honour  :  but  for  them  to  glut  them- 
felves  with  one  anothers  bloud. for  them  to  lacerat  and  rip  up  ( viper- 
like )  the  womb  that  brought  them  forth,  to  teare  the  Paps  that 
gavethem  luc  k,  can  there  be  a  greater  piacleagainft  nature?  can  there 
be  a  more  execrable  and  horrid  thing  ?  if  a  granger  hadus'd  me  thus 
it  would  not  have  griev'd  me  halfe  fo  much  j  It  is  letter  to  he  flung  with 
a  nettle,  than  prick' d  by  a  Rofe ;  I  had  rather  fufFer  by  an  Enemy  ,  than 
by  my  owne  naturall  borne  ofpring.  Thofe  former  home  wag'd 
Warrs,  whereof  there  happened  above  fourelcore  fincethe  Norman 
came  in,  were  but  as  fires  of  Flax  in  comparifbn  of  this  horrid  com- 
bvftionboth  in  my  Church  and  State.  One  may  finde  tho/e  Warrs  e- 
picomiz  d  in  {h\a\[rvolumes,  but  a  whole  library  cannot  containe  this. 
They  w  ere  but  Scratches  being  compared  to  thefe  deep  u  ounds  which 
Prince*Peere  and  people  have  received,  by  this;  fuch  wounds,  that  it 
feems  no  gentle  Cataplafmes  can  cure  them,  they  muft  be  lanc'dand 
cauteriz'd,andthe  huge  icars  they  will  leave  behind  them,  will, 
I  feare,make  me  appcare  deformed  and  ugly  to  all  pofterity ,  fo  that  I 
lam  halfindefpair  to  recover  my  former  beauty  ever  again.  The 
deep  ftainsthefe  Wars  will  leave  behinde,  I  fear  all  the  water  of  the 
Jjgnem&Jjiirit  or  Thames*  cannot  wafh_away\ 
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The  twentieth  Moon  hath  notyet  runhercours,  Cmcc  the  two- 
edged  (word  of  War  hath  rag'd  and  done  many  horrid  executions 
within  me,  fince  that  Hellifh  invention  of  powder  hath  thundred  in 
every  corner,  fince  it  hathdarkned  and  tornemy  well-tempered  air, 
fincel  have  weltered  in  my  own  blood  ,  and  bin  made  akindeof 
Cockpit,a  Theater  ofdeath^  And  in  fofliort  a  circumvolution  of  time, 
I  may  confidently  affirm^take  battailes,re-cncounten>fieges,and  skir- 
mifhes  together,  there  never  hapnedfo  many  in  ahy  Countrey  ;  nor 
do  I  lee  any  appearance,(the  more  is  my  mifcrie)  of  any  period  to  be 
put  to  thefeDiftradtions.  Every  dayisfpe&ator  oflbme  new  Trage- 
die,  andtherelations  that  are  hourely  blaz'd  abroad  found  fometimes 
well  on  the  one  fide,  (bmetimcs  on  the  other ,  like  a  peal  of  bels  in 
windy  weather  (though  often  times  in  a  whole  volley  ofNewes  you 
fhall  hardly  finde  one  true  Report)  which  makes  me  fear  that  the  all- 
difpofing  Deity  of  Heaven  continueth  the  fiiccefles  of  both  parties  in 
akindeofcquality,toprolongmypunifliment.  ha  ferior,itt  diu  me 
fentiam  rnori^  \  am  wounded  with  that  dexterity  ,  that  the  fence  and 
agonies  of  my  iufFerings  are  like  to  be  extended  to  the  uttermoft 
kngfrh  of  time^and  poffibilicy  of  nature. 

Bur,  O  Paflenger,  ifthou  artdefirous  toknow  the  caufe  of  thefe 
fatal!  dikompo(urcsyohh\s  inextricable  war, truly  Imuft  deal  plain- 
ly, I  cannot  refolve  thee  herein  to  any  full  fuisfadtion.  Grievances 
therewerel  muft  confefle,  andfome  incongruities  in  my  Civill  go- 
vernment { wherein  fome  lay  the  Crojterjhmt  fay  the  Diftaffe  was  too 
bufie  )  but  I  little  thought,  God  wot,  that  thofegrievances  required  a 
redrefTe  this  way.  Do  ft  thou  ask  me  whether  Religion  was  the  caufe; 
Godforbid  ;  That  innocentand  holy  Matron  hadrathergo  clad 
inthefiiowy  white  robes  of  meeknelfe  and  longanimity,  than  in 
a  veft  of  Sanguine  dye  :  her  pra&ife  hath  Been  to  overcome  by 
a pafiive fortitude  without  re-a£tion,and  to  triumph  in  the  milk- 
white  Ivory  Chariot  of  innocency  and  patience,  not  to  be  hurried 
away  with  the  fiery  wheels  of  war,  les  Urmcs  not  les  armcs  ,  (as  my 
next neighbour  hath  it)  Grones  not  Gunnes  wereuledco  be  herwea-

pons  unleffe  in  cafe  of  open  and  impendent  danger,  of  invincible  ne- 
ceflity,  and  vifible  a&uall  oppreflion  ;  and  then  the  Armcs  flic 
ufeth  mortis  the  Target  to  fiiroud  her  (elf  under,  and  fence  away  the 
blow,  flhee  leaves  all  other  weapons  to  the  Aicbaron  to  propagate 
and  expand  it  ftlf.  This  gentle  grave  Lady,  though  the  Rubrhkes 
of  her  Service  be  in  red chara&ers,  yet  fhee  is  no  lover  of  Blood  •  fiice 
is  an  improver  of  Peace,  and  the  fole  objeft  of  her  Devotion  is  the 
GodofPeaceinwhofeHigheftName,inthcname  Jehovah  9  as  the 
Rabbies  obferve ,  all  the  letters  are  quiefcent.  That  (acred  Comforter, 
which  infpires  her  AmbafTadours,  uiestoafcendin  form  ofa  T>§K>ey 
not  in  the  likeneffe  ofa  devouring  Vulture,  and  he  that  brings  him 
down  fo3  may  be  laid  to  fin  againft  the  holy  Ghofl: .  To  beat  Religion 
into  the  braines  with  aPoleaxe,  is  to  make  a  Moloch  of  ihcMeffiasy  to 
offer  him  vidtims  ofhumaneblood ;  Therefore  I  fhould  traduce  and 
much  wrong  %eligion  if  I  fliouid  caft  this  war  upon  her  :  yet  me- 
thinks  I  here  this  holy  diftreft  Matron  lament  that  fliee  is  not  al- 
fo  without  her  grievances  ;  (bene  of  her  chiefeft  Governours  (  for 
want  of  moderation)  could  not  be  content  to  walk  upon  the  bat* 
dements  of  the  Church,  but  they  muft  put  themlelves  upon  ftiks*  and 
thence  mount  up  to  the  Turrets  of  civill  policy  jfbme  of  her  Preach- 
ers grew  to  be  meer  Parafices,  (bme  to  the  Court,  (bmeto  the  Qoun- 
trey  i  fome  would  have  nothing  in  their  mouthes  but  Prerogative y 
others  nothing  but  PriYiledge-y  (bme  would  give  the  Crown  all, 
fome  nothing  at  all  -  fome  to  feed  zeaL  would  famifli  the  under- 
flanding  ;  others  to  feaft  the  underftanding,  and  tickle  the  outward 
car  (  with  cflaies  and  flourishes  of  rhethoricke)  would  quite  ftarve 
thefoule  of  her  true  food,  &c; 

But  the  principall  thing  that  1  hear  that  Reverend  Ladie,(that 
Queen  of  fbules,and  key  of  heaven )  make  her  mone  of,  is,  that  that 
Seameleffe  garment  of  Vnity  and  Love*  which  our  Saviour  lefc  her 
for  a  legacie,  (hould  bee  tome  and  rent  into  (b  many  Scillures 
and  Se£ts>  by  thofe  that  Hould  mckc  tbit  coat  Tbbicb  /be  wore  in  her 
infancy  y  to/erTe  her  in  her  riper  yce  s    ,Jl  Leai  her  cr  y  cue  at  th$  mon- 
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ftrous  exorbitant  liberty  that  almoft  every  capricious  Mechanique 
takes co himlclf  to  fhape  and  forme  what  Religion  he  lift:  for  the 
world  is  come  now  to  that  pa(fe3That  the  Taylor  and  Sboomaker  may 
cut  out  what  Religion  they  pleafe  ;  The  Vintner  and  Tapfler  may 
broach  what  Religion  they  pleafe  ;  The  Druggeft  and  Apotbecar-; 
may  mingle  her  as  they  pleafe,  The  UaberdMhcr  may  put  her  up- 
on what  block  he  pieales  .  The  Jrmorour  and  Cutler  may  furbtjly 
her  as  they  pleafe  ;  The  Dyer  may  put  what  colour ,  the  Painter 
may  put  what  face  upon  her  he  pleafe  .  The  Draper  and  Mercer  may 
meafure  her  as  they  pleafe;  The  Weausr  may  caft  her  upon  what 
horn  he  pleafe  ;  The  Boatjxvain  and  Mariner  may  bringherto  what 
docke  they  pieafe  ;  The  Barber  may  fnw  her  as  he  pleafe  ;  ThcGar di- 
ner may  hp  her  as  he  pleafe  j  The  Blackfmitb  may  forge  what  Reli- 
gion he  pleafe,  and  (b  every  Artisan  according  to  his  profeftion  and 
fancic  may  form  her  as  he  pleafe.  Me  thinks  I  hear  that  venerable 
Matron complaine  further  ,  how  her  Pulpits  in  fome  places  are  be- 
come Beacons;  How  in  lueot  lights  >  her  Churches  up  and  down 
are  full  of  Firebrands  j  How  every  caprichio  of  the  brain  is  term* d 
tmdernefs  of  Confidence,  which  wellexamined  is  nothing  but  fome 
franticke  fancy?  or  fenzie  of  fome  fhallovv-braind  Sciolift ;  and 
whereas  others  have  bin  us'd  to  run  mad  for  excefle  of  knowledge,, 
fomeofmy  children  grow  mad  now  a  daics  out  of  two  much  ig  - 
norance. It  Rands  upon  record  in  my  ftory,  that  when  the  Nor- 
man had  taken  firm  footing  within  me  ,  he  did  dcmolifh  many- 
Churches  and  Chappels  in  Ne^-ForreU^  to  make  it  fitter  for  his 
plealure  and  venery,  butamongft  other  judgements  which  fell  upon 
this  Sacriledge, one  was vthatto»?  fowl  gvewWBdel  I  fear  God  Al- 
mighty is  more  angry  with  me  now  then  than,  and  that  I  am  guilty 
of  vvorfe  crimes  •  for  not  my  I;ou  ly  but  my  Folkc  and  people  arc 
grown  half wildin  many  places ,  they  would  not  worry  one  ano- 
therfo  in  that  Wolvifh  belluine  manner  elfe,  they  would  not  preci- 
pitate themfelves  elfe  into  fucha  mixt  mungrell  War  ,  a  War  tim 
prMnllunderflanding ;  They  would  not  cut  their  own  ikroats^ang, 
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drown,  and  dothemfelves  away  in  fuch  a  defperate  fort,  which 
isnowgLrownfo.cornraon,thatlelf--raurtheris  fcarce  accounted  any 
newes  •  which  makes  Strangers  cry  out^that  I  am  all  turnd  into  a 
kinde  of  Great  Bedlam;  that  Harbary  is  come  into  the  midft  of  me; 
hat  my  children  are  grown  Co  favagc,  fo  flefh'd  in  blood,  and  be- 
come fo  inhumane  and  obdurate,  that  with  the  fame  tenderneffe  of 
fince  they  can  Ice  a  man  falhas  a  horfe,or  fopic other  bruit  Animall, 
they  have  fo  loft  all  reverence  to  the  image  of  cheir  Creatour*  which 
was  ufed  to  be  more  valued  in  me,  thanamongft  any  other  Nations. 

But  l.hope  m  King  and  great  Councell  will  take  acourfe  to  bring 
them  to  their  oldEnglifh  temper  againe,  to  cure  me  of  this  Vertigo, 
and  preferve  me  from  ruine  .  for  fuch  is  my  defperate  cafe,that  as  there 
is  nipre  djfficnkie,  fo  it  would  be  a  greater  honour  for  them  to  pre* 
vent  my  deftru&ion,  and  pull  me  out  of  this  plunge3  than  to  adde  un- 
to meawholenewkingdome;  for  true  wifdome  hath  al way es glo- 
ried as  much  in  confervatiou,as  in  conqueft. 

Thecoma*,  though  his  ambition  of  conquering  had  no  horizon, 
yet  he  us'd  to  triumph  more  (as  multitudes  of  examples  might  be 
produc  at  the  compoiing  of  an  intcftine  war,than  for  any  new  ac- 
queftror  forzen  achievement  whatfoever ;  And  though  hee  was  a 
great  martiall  man,  and  lov'd  fighting  is  wdll  as  any  other,  yet  his 
maximewasj.  That  no  peace  could  b?  fo  had,  but  iftoas  (deferrable  to  the 
bail  war.  It  feernes  the  Italian  his  fucceflbr  retaines  the  fame  genius  to 
thisday5  by  thelare  peace,  (notwithftanding  the  many  knots  rhat 
wcreinthething)  which  hee  concluded  :Foralthough  fixabfblute 
Princes  were  mterrefTed  in  the  quarrel^and  that  they  had  all  juftpre- 
tences5and  were  heated  and  hciiuhtned  in  their  defignes^et  rather  than 
they  would  dilaniat  thcentraiies  of  their  owne  mother  (faire  Italy) 
ajnd  expofeher  thereby  to  be  ravifli'd  by  Tramontanes,  they  met  half 
way,  and  complyed  with  one  another  in  a  gallant  kind  of  freedome, 
thoubh  everie  one  bore  his  (hare  in  fome  inconvenience.  Oh  that  my 
children  would  be  mov'dby  this  fo  frafonable  example  of  the  Italian, 
who  amongft  other  of  his  charadters^is  faid  to  bcypije  apriorhbefoxc 


the  blow  is  given.  Idcfire  my  gracious  Soveraigne  to  think,  that  it 
was  nev£r  held  inglorious  or  derogaforie  for  a  King  to  beguiled  and 
to  fteere  his  courfe  by  the  compafle  of  his  great  Councel^and  to  make 
hisunderftandingdefcend,  and  condefcend  to  their  advice-  nor  was 
it  ever  held  diflionourable  for  fubje&s  to  yceld  and  bow  to  their 
King  ( to  be  Wtllowes ,  not  Oakes  )  and  if  any  miftake  fiiould  hap- 
pen, to  take  it  upon  themfelvesj  rather  than  any  fhould  refledl  upon 
their  Soveraigne.  And  if,  in  cafe  of difFerence,hee  be  willing  c )  meet 
them  halfe  way,  'twere  handfotne  they  went  three  parts  thereof  to 
prevent  him.  Therefore  I  conjure  them  both  in  the  name  of  che  great 
Deitic  of  Heaven,  {yohotranfvofoes  kingdomes<>  and  tumbletb  dmne  kings 
in  bis  indignation )  that  they  would  think  of  fbme  fpeedie  way  to  ftop 
thisiflue  of  bloud;for  to  deale  plainly  with  rhem,  I  fee  far  greater 
reafbn  to  conclude  t\us  war,  than  ever  there  was  to  commence it :  Let 
them  con Gder  well  they  arc  but  outward  Church  rites  and  ceremo- 
nies they  fight  for,  as  the  rigidft  fort  of  Reformers  confeffe ,  the 
Lutheran  ( the  firft  Reformift)  hath  many  more  conformable  to  the 
Church  of  Rome,  which  he  hath  coutinued  chefe  uo  yeares,  yet  is  he 
as  far  from  "Rome  as  the  firft  day  he  left  her,  and  as  free  from  danger 
of  relapfe  into  Poperie  as  AmUerdamhtrklk  •  and  muft  I,  unhappie  l> 
be  lacerated  andtorne  in  peeces  thus  for  fhadowes  and  ceremonies? 
I  know  there  is  a  clafhing  'twixt  Prerogative  and  Priviledge,  but  I 
muft  put  them  in  mind  of  the  misfortune  that  befell  the  flock  of  flieep 
and  the  Bell- weather,  whereof  the  firft  fed  in  a  common,  the  latter  in 
an  inclofurc,  and  thinking  tobreakinto  one  anothers  pafture(as  al 
creatures  naturally  defire  change)  and  being  to  pafle  over  a  narrow-nar- 
row bridge  which  fever'd  them,  they  met  in  the  middle  and  juftled 
one  another  Co  long,  till  both  fell  into  the  ditch.  And  now  that  I  have 
begun,  I  will  warnethem  by  another  fable  of  the  Spanifb  Mule ,  who 
having  by  accident  gone  out  of  the  great  road,  and  carried  her  RHer 
thorow  a  by-path  upon  the  top  of  a  huge  ftecpie  rock,  ftopp'd  upon  i 
fudden,  and  being  not  able  to  turne  and  goe  backward  ,  by  reafbn 
of  the  narrowncfle  of  the  path)  nor  forward  ,  in  regard  of  a 
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huge  Rockie  precipice*  fhec  gently  put  one  foot  behind  the  other, 
and  recoyl'd  inthat  manner,  until!  file  had  found  the  great  road  a- 
gaine. 

/defiremy  highCouncell  to  confider,  that  the  royall  Preroga* 
live  is  like  the  Sea,  which,as  Navigators  obferve*  what  it  lofeth  at 
one  time  or  in  one  place,  gets  alwaies  in  (bme  other;  I  defire  my 
deare  King  to  confidcr,that  the  priviledge  of  Parlement3the  Laws  and 
liberties  of  the  Subject,  is  thegreateft  fupport  of  his  Crown,  that  his 
great  Councell  is  the  trueft  glaffe  wherin  he  may  difcerne  his  peoples 
love,  and  His  own5happineffe .  It  were  wifdom  that  both  did  ftrike 
iaile  in  fo  dangerous  a  ftorme,toavoyd  Shipwrack,  I  am  loth  to  lay, 
what  confultationSjWhat  plots,and  machinations  are  fomenting  and 
forging  abroad  againft  me,  by  that  time  I  have  enfeebled  and  wafted 
myfelfe,  and  loft  the  flower  of  my  beft  children  in  thefe  wofull 
broyles.  Me  thinks  I  fpie  the  Jejuit  fitting  in  his  cell  and  laughing 
in  his  fleeve  at  me,and  crying  out,TheDcvill  part  the  Fray/or  they  do 
but  execute  my  defignes. 

Oh,  I  fede  a  coldquame  come  ovsr  my  heart,  that  I  faint,  lean 
fpeake  nolonger ;  yet  I  will  ftraine  my  felfe  to  breath  out  this  invo- 
cation^which  fhall  be  my  conclufion.

and  now  I  am  become  the  lafl  Scene .  (jcntle  peace,  toon  which  goeii  always 
attended  o&  by  plenty  and  pleafure ,  Thou  ifchicb  flilefi  the  husbandmam 
Barnes ,  The  Qrafiers  folds*  the  Tradefmans  lJjop,  the  Vintners  cellars,  the 
Lawyers  de\k  ,  the  SWerchan-t;  Magavnes ,  the  Princes  trefury  >  holo 
comes  it  to  paffe  that  thou  hafl  ginjen  up  thy  Throne  /<?Bellona  ,  that  all- 
dcilroying  fury  ?  rBehold  h^  my  plundrei  Teoman  w&nts  Hinds  and 
Uorfeto  Ploit  up  my  fertile  Soyle  ;  the  poore  labourer  vho  ufetb  to  ming*

tolearne  nelves^not  to  negotiate.  S^eet  Peace }  thou  which  waft  us'd  to 
make  Princes  Qourts  triumph  with  Tilt  and  Tour  cements  ycith  other  Gallan- 
tries, to  make  them  receirue  lufire  by  for r en  xAmbaffadors  •  to  make  the 
Arts  and  Sciences flourijb ;  to  make  Cities  and  Suburbs  /bins  with  goodly 
firuttures  -j  to  make  the  Country  ring  with  the  Hunts -mans  Home  y  and  the 
Sbepbeards  Pipe  j  how  comes  it  to  pajfe  that  blond- tbirfty  difcord  now 
furps  thy  place ,  and  flings  about  her  Smkes  in  every  corner  ?  Heboid jny 
Prince  bis  Court  is  now  full  of 'nothing  but  Buff-Coats,  Spanners  and  Mus- 
ket Reft [s {the  Countrey  Ecchos  with  nothing  but  with  the  found  of  Drums 
and  Trumpets.  Heark  how  pittifully  my  Lions  roare  ,  bow  dejectedly 
my  Roles  and  Flower  de  luces  bang  downe  their  heads*  what  dolefull 
ftraines  my  Harpe^nw. 

0  confder  my  cafe  mo  ft  blisfall  §)ii,eeney  defend,  defend  againe  in  thy 
focry  Chariot  i  refume  thy  Throne*  CroWne  thy  Temples  "frith  thy  wonted 
laurdl  andOli<~ve,bar  up  Ianus  gates  ,  and  make  new  Halcionian  dayes 
to  (bine  in  this  Hemejpbere^  dijpell  thofe  Clouds  which  boyer  twixt  my 
King  and  bis  b/gbeft  Counfell ,  chafe  away  all  jealoufes  and  ombraga 
of  miftruU ,  that  my  great  lawmaking  Qouri  be  fore  d  to  turne  no  more  to 
polemical!  Committees yand  to  a  Qounfell  of '  IVarre  (  unUffe  it  be  for  [owe 
forren  Conquefl  y )  but  that  they  may  come  againe  to  the  oil  ^arlementar* 
Roade  ;  To  the  path  of  their  prcdeceffbrs ,  to  eonfult  of  meanes  how 
to  Iweepe  away  thofe  Cobwelx  that  hang  in  the  Courts  of  fuftice, 
and  to  make  the  Lawes  run  in  the  right  Channel!  ;  to  retrench 
excefsive  fees,and  find  remedies  fpr  thefuture,that  thepooreClient  be 
notibpeerd  by  hisLawyenand  madetoiuffer  by  fuch  monllrous  de- 
lays^hat  one  may  go  from  one  tropic] ue  to  the  other,  and  croffe  the  E - 
qui  nodiall  twenty  times  ^before  his  lute  be  done;  that  they  may  chink 
onacourfe  to  reftraine  Gold  and  Silver  from  travelling  without  li- 
cenfe  ,  with  other  ftaple  commodities ,  and  to  punith  thole  d1 
tranfport  Hides  for  Calfe-Skhwes  •  To  advance  native  commodities 
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and  Manufactures ,  to ballance  and  improve  Trade,  and (ettle it  fo, 
thatitmay  ftand  upon  its  owne  Bottome,  and  not  by  any  accident- 
tall  wayzs*  as  of  late  yearesaglut  of  Trade  wascaft  upon  me  by  the 
Warres  twixt  France  and  the  Houfe  of  Auftria,  and  others* 

That  this  Trade  of  mine  (  my  chiefeft  finew)  be  not  caft  into 
the  hands  of  Aliensjwho  eate  mec  out  in  many  places  in  my  owne 
commodities .  That  it  bee  prevented  hereafter  ,  that  one  bee  not 
permitted  to  ingrofTe  and  ingulph  all  *  but  that  my  Trade  and 
wealth  may  by  fbme  wholefome  policy  be  diflfus'd  up  and  down  my 
Cities  in  a  more  equal]  diftribution.    That  they  may  advife  of  a 
way  to  relieve  the  Orphan  ,  who  fuffers  more  for  his  minority  in 
rne3than  any  where  elfe  ;  That  the  poore  Infolvent  Subject  be  notfo 
buried  alive,  and  made  to  rot  in  Tny^notwithftanding  his  ap- 
parant  difability whereas  were  he  abroad  he  might  be  ulefullto 
the  Common-Wealth  fome  way  or  other,  and  come  happly  after- 
wards to  an  ability  to  pay.  To  regulate  the  bufinefle  of  drain'd 
lands ;  which  well  manag'd  would  tend  very  much  both  to  en- 
large and  enrich  my  Quarters.  To  (ecure  the  Dominion  of  my  Seas, 
the  faireft  Flower  of  my  Crowne,  which  is  now  almoft  quite  loft. 
To  prcferve  my  Woods,  whereof,  if  this  courfe  hold,their  wil  hard- 
ly bee  found  in  fbme  places  enough  to  make  a  Tooth-pick. 
To  fettle  the  revenues,  and  fupplie  the  wants  of  my  Crown ;  for  the 
wants  of  the  Crown,  and  the  Grievances  of  the  Subject  have  bin 
alwaies  ufed  to  go  hand  in  hand  in  my  Parlements-     And  now, 
that  my  neighbour  Princes  (fpecialiy,  France  and  Spain)  have  of 
late  yeeres  enhanced  the  revenue  royall,  at  leaft  fiothe  third  part  more 
than  it  was,  it  were  a  difparagement  to  me,that  my  King  fhould 
not  bear  up  in  Equall  proportion,  and  point  of  GreatnefTe  this  way, 
confidering  that  he  hath  more  of  the  Royall  Stem  to  maintain,than 
any  of  his  Progenitors  ever  had.  Laftly,that  they  may  fettle  a  way  to 
regulate  all  exorbitant  fancies  of  novclifts,  in  the  cxercife  of  holy  Re- 
ligion :  Where  there  is  no  obedience,  fubordination,&reftri<ftivc 
Lawes  to  curb  the  changeable  humours  and  extravagancies  of  men, 
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there  can  be  no  Peace  or  Piety  :  if  the  fire  be  not  kept  within  the 
tunnell  of  the  Chimney,  and  that  fbme  be  appointed  to  (weep  down 
the  Soot  (which  may  bee  done  otherwife  than  by  fhootingup  of 
Muskets  )  the  whole  Houfe  will  be  in  danger  of  burning. 

Oh  me,  I  feel  the  pangs  of  death  aflfailmee ,  let  fbme  good  body 
go  toll  the  bell;  And  as  one  cfmy  Kings ,  the  night  before  he  was 
flain  in  Ney>- for  reft,  for  the  expiation  of  his  fathers  Sacriledge,  did 
dream  that  a  cold  winde  did  palfe  through  his  bowels.  Co  me  thinksj 
I  feel  a  bleak  cold  Northern  blaft  blowing  upon  me,which  I  fear  will 
make  an  end  of  me :  k  is  a  miracle  if  I  fcape  ,tis  onely  the  high 
hand  of  Providence  can  prefcrve  me.  If  I  and  my  Monarchy 
mifcarry,  I  defire  that  my  Epitaph  may  be  written  ( in  regard  1  know 
him  to  have  been  a  long  time  not  onely  fenfible  but  a  fliarer  with  me 
in  point  of  fuffering )  by  my  dearly  beloved  Childe 
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To  thcdifccrning  Reader. 

H*A*  Vp/V/j  4  well-weigh' d judgement  obfemeth  the  todfi 
fions of 'tbisD'ifcourkjntt/t needs  conclude  ^that  tbeAu- 
x\\ov(befi4s  his  own  hard  condition  )  hath  a  deep fence  of  the 
Common  calamities  of  this  (  ountrej  in  general! ;  which  maizes 
him  breakout  into  fuchpathetique  exprefsions,  And  becatfehe 
might  do  tt  with  more  freedom^andle/f :  prefumptionyhe  mahy 
England  her  fife  to  breath  out  his  dfordred pajjms.
